A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The proposed change to claim 1 was discussed to the effect of 
conveying distinguishing purport between Bloch and the invention. The examiner indicated that as interpreted the 
changed claim 1 would not provide a scenario that would be narrower/special than an environment to use text file for 
compiling executable (like in C++ using header files), and that Examiner would analyze Bloch with different mindset in 
order to determine if Bloch really teaches away from or prohibits any possibility of compilijng code as proposed. It was 
mentioned that the feature as to validating the text files could be included in the claim in order to hopefully render the 
claim more specific over the prior art; and such addition to the claim, as suggested by Examiner, should be such that a 
clear interaction with the code developing instance be established, including time-based context, flow of call invoked 
and network/physical relationship with said developing process of the current claimed scenario. THe Examiner 
mentioned that it would be too early to establish any conclusion regarding patentability but stated that more resources 
would be needed to detect any allowable subject matter only after a full set of changes be effectuated in a official 
response..
